ARMY’S PITIFUL PARADE. 


President Madriz Is Warned 
That He Is Held Responsi- 
ble for the Safety of 
Our Citizens, 


Washington. D. C., Deo. 23.—Following a 
peremptory warning to President Madris 
that the United States will hold him person- 
ally responsible for the safety of Americana 
in the western part of Nicaragua, the state 
department tonight extended more than 
moral encourdgement to the revolutionista, 

Under orders from Secretary Knox Amer- 
{can Red Cross funds are to be expended in 
caring for the sick and wounded troops of 
both the Estrada and Zelayan armies, more 
than 2,000 of whom are incapacitated in 
Bluefields following the battle in whicb the 
Zelayan forces were practically annihilated. 

This move on the part of the United States 
is expected to be more efficacious than the 
dispatch of a strong force. Bread, instead 
of bullets,” is the watchword of the state 
department, and it ie generally believed 
that the prospects of food and medical at- 
tention will win over more men from the 
government ranks than any other plan that 
could be adopted. * 

According to the latest reports the medical 
corps of the various war vessele now at 
Bluefields haa instailed hospitals ashore, 
where scores are being cared for. The pro- 
cession of sick and wounded men through the 
town is said to be pitiable, and, although 
Estrada is dolng everything in his power to 


relieve the suffering, his resources are 
meager. 


Marines Seen as Necessary. 

Bluejackets from the Des Moines and Ta- 
coma have been landed purely for police 
duty. High government officials say it un- 
questionably will be necessary to send ma-/ 
rines to Bluefields for the better preserva/ 
tion of order. 

Thus the American ag Fa 
Nicaragua will begin on the eastérn shore 
through philanthropy and the Red Cross and 
in the Zelayan territory which faces the Pa- 
cific because of appeals for American inter- 
vention by natives and American citizens. 

The state department this afternoon ca- 
bled Vice Consul Caidera to put in concrete 
form the exact situation calling for Amer- 
ican intervention. This reply will be made 
the basis for sending troops to the troubled 
country and establishing stable government. | 


Knox Sends Message to Consul. 

With a view to relieving the situation, 
Secretary Knox tonight consulted with the 
American Red Cross and immediately after- 
ward dispatched the following dispatch to 
Thomas H. Moffat, United States consult at 
Bluefields: 

“The American Nationa) Red Coss will 
telegraph you tomorrow, the 24th, $5,000, and 
they will send another $5,000 if needed. The 
navy department has instructed Capt. Ship- 
ley to land whatever surplus supplies can be 
furnished from our ships now at Bluefields, 
and orders will be given the Prairie, now at 
Colon, to transport immediately to Bluefields 
from the stores intended for the marines, or 
from the Panama canal commiseary depart- 
ment such supplies as you may ask for with- 
in the limit of the $5,000 to be cabled you to- 
morrow. 

“You will codperate with Shipley in the 
distribution of supplies, payment for all of 
which, both those landed from ships at Blue“ 
fields and those sent from Colon, will be re- 
couped from the Red Cross fund.“ 

Aroused by Report. 
The dispatch of this telegram followed 


close on the receipt of a report from Consul 
Moffat, depicting the state of affairs in Blue- 


fields. His story of the suffering of the de- 
feated Zelayan soldiers was brief but 
graphic. 


Incidentally he reported that more than 
900 men were killed on both sides in the recent 
battle at Rema. The dispatch follows: 

„Two thousand starved, emaciated pris- 
oners have been brought here from Zelaya's 
surrendered army. The sight of the sick and 
weary, tottering through the streets, is hor- 
rible. Half are mere boys. The emergency 
hospital established by the Des Moines and 
Tacoma contains ninety wounded and the 
city hospital sixty. Few of the surrendered 
soldiers had shoes or blankets. Scores were 
almost naked and all are in a pitiable condi- 
tion. Estrada is furnishing them with 
blankets, clothing, shoes, and food as hest 
he cam Flour, beans, rice, sugar, coffee, 
and condensed milk are needed instantly to 
feed the starving Zelayan soldiers. Disease 
and death threatens unless they ere properly 
given the best offoed and care. 


Food and Clothing Needed. 
„he great and sudden demand for proper 
clothing and food for the suffering is a 
problem for the provisional government, 
whose resources are exhausted. Their own 
men, numbering 3,000, are well fed and 
clothed, but they cannot find means whereby 
to care for their increasing burden. 

1 have discussed the seriousness of the 
situation fully with Capt. Shipley of the Des 
Moines and believe and suggest that a ship 
should be sent to Colon immediately to bring 
here sufficient quantities of the provisions 
enumerated to feed 2,000 men for thirty days. 
The present situation threatens starvation 
and disease. It is estimated now that over 
900 were killed on both sides.“ 

Orders were iesued tonight to the Prairie to 
be in readinese to sail at once from Colon 
with supplies. Up to a late hour no plans 
had been made for the landing of marines, 
although it is expected a small guard may be 
utilized to mount watch over the American 
hospitals. This will not be done; however, 
unless the American naval commanders on 
the scene believe it necessary to preserve 
discipline in the vicinity of the hospitals und 
to safeguard the distribution of food and 
supplies when they come. 

It is intimated that the state department 
does not view with favor the idea that Presi- 
dent Zelaya may go aboard the Mexican gun- 
boat Guerrero. While there are no official as- 
surances directly upon that particular point, 
it is generally understood here that the 
United States would take proper steps.to 
prevent such an act.

Millionaire’s Widow Learns of 
Dual Life of Trusted Coachman. 


WINDISH TELIS TWO TALES. 


Admits, Then Denies, Living as Miss 
Elizabeth Stevens’ Husband. 


Mrs. George M. Pullman, widow of the late 
muiti-millionaire, learned yesterday through 
A coroner’s inquest into the suicide of Miss 
Elizabeth Stevens at 505 East Thirtieth street 
that her céachman, Henry Windish, whom 
she had trusted for fourteen years, had lived 
a dual life for the last three years. 

Windish at the inquest admitted he had 
Hved three years with Miss Stevens as her 
husband, although he has a wife. Later he 
denied Mving with Miss Stevens. 


Mrs. Pullman Is Surprised. 


A letter addressed to Mrs Pullman found 


in the room of the girl denounced the coach- 


man. It follows: 
Mrs. George M. Pullman.—Dear Madam: 
I am writing to you for the last time and to 
any one. May you forgive mie for what 1 
am about to do, but your coachman has cer- 
tainly haunted me. The life is not worth any- 
thing any more to me and he has certainly 
scandalised me. 
It was unsigned, but Windish identified the 
handwriting as that of Miss Stevens. 
Two others notes were found, one addressed 
to the girl's brother, Thomas E. Stevens, a 
clerk, 1688 Indiana avenue, and the other to 
Dear Fred.“ 
Windish said the third letter was intended 
for Fred Smith. The note read: 
Forgive me for having deceived you. My 
brother has made life unbearable forme. I 
am about to kill myself. Forgive me. Good- 
by.” 

Tells of Spending $10,000. 
“We lived together at intervals for the 
last three years as J. H. Carter and wife,“ 
Windish testified. “‘ Her brother Tom lived 
there part of the time, and he thought we 
were married. Three months ago she moved 
into the flat In Thirtieth street and 1 paid 
the rent and all the incidentals, 
‘For some time I have been suspicious 
that another man had entered our lives, but 
Elizabeth denied it. I learned, however, that 
the man's name was Smith, and after a short 
talk with her brother Tom, whom 1 met last 
Saturday night, we parted. 
In the last three years I have spent $10, - 
000 on her. I told her she was ungrateful, 
untruthful, and that I did not care to see 
her again. I intended to go east in two weeks 
and wished her to accompany me, but she 
desired the Chicago flat. The trouble was 
that she was infatuated with this other 
man. : 
Last Tuesday she came to me and told 
me she intended to commit suicide, but I had 
heard that from her before and I paid no 
particular attention to her.“

Another Story by Windish. 

In the evening Windish denied that he was 
the J. H. Carter, who had lived with Miss 
Stevens as her husband. 

“I knew Miss Stevens for fourteen years, 
ever since she worked in the neighborhood,”’ 
said he. “I took an interest in her and in- 
troduced her to J. H. Carter, president of 
the Jackson Coach Horse company, of which 
I was a silent partner. 

“I do not now whether they married 
legally, but they lived together for four 
years. Mr. Carter wae forced to go to a 

sanitarium in Jackson, Mich., a few months 
ago. He was suffering with typhoid fever. 

Recently the woman became infatuated 
with Fred Smith, who worked for the Mets 
Hardware company. Last Monday her broth- 
e told her unless she gave up Smith and 
went to Jackson to join her husband, the lat- 
ter would stop sending her money. She re- 
fused, and I went to her the nextday. We 
had a scene and that is the last I saw of 
her. When she would not take the alterne- 
tive I offered, I had her husband cut off her 
income. I was not going to let her deceive 
him as she had been doing.”’ 

Thomas E. Stevens, the girl’s brother, tes- 
tified that he believed his sister was married 
until she confessed to him two months ago, 
and he felt sure she committed suicide be- 
cause of remorse. 

Mrs. Pullman Denies Receiving Letter. 

When called by telephone at her resicence, 
1729 Prairie avenue, last night Mrs. Pullman, 


Stevens and never had received any letters 
from her or even heard of her. She said she 
had trusted her coachman implicitly and had 
dismissed him because she had sold her 
horses. The dismissal was to be effective on 
Jan. 1. The coachman was expected to go to

SAYS REDIESKE IS UNFIT. 


Payment for “Shale Rock” Ex- 
-eavation Is Denounced as 
Deliberate Steal. 


Vitriol, not whitewash, is the essence into 
which B. F. Welton dipped his pen when he 
wrote the report on the inquiry into the Mc- 
Govern “shale rock excavation.” 

The report does not mince matters, for the 
writer states positively that no shale rock 
drifts were encountered in the excavation of 
section D of the Lawrence avenue sewer. 
This statement is based upon the physical 
examination conducted by Mr. Welton and 
the oral and documentary testimony taken 
by the Merriam commisston. The cOmmis- 
sion has received the report and concurred 
in it. 

The main features of the report were re- 
vealed yesterday on the eve of Mr. Welton’s 
departure for New York, where he is going 
to spend the holidays. The report itself, 
together with the additional recommenda- 
tions of the Merriam commission, will not be 
made public, it is said, until it goes to Mayor 
Busse and the council on Jan. 8. 

John Hanberg, commissioner of public 
works, is held by Mr. Welton and the com- 
mission to have been “‘ grossly in competent 
to handle the public works department. 

He welcomed relief from the work of ex- 
ercising a proper supervision over his subor- 
dinates and their actions,“ according to Mr. 
Welton’s conclusions. 


Redieske Also Is Censured. 


It is a further conclusion on the part of the 
writer of this report that Mr. Hanberg dele- 
gated to his deputy commissioner, Paul Re- 
dieske, nearly all of his duties, and his selec- 
tion of a subordinate in this case was un- 
fortunate.” 

Deputy Commissioner Redieske comes in 
for a fair share of the censure and, apparent- 
ly, Mr. Weltcn does not take much stock in 
his statements that he did not know anything 
about the shale rock controversy, but signed 
the voucher in the regular course of busi- 
ness, as a routine matter. 

He deceived the finance committee,“ says 
Mr. Weltoff and his findings have been con- 
curred in by the Merriam commission. 

Redieske is held to blame not only for the 
way he “slipped through the so-called 
shale rock vouchers, but also for other things 
which he did in connection with payments to 
McGovern on this contract. He is censured 
severely for requesting payments to McGov- 
ern which he probably knew would deplete 
the legal reserve of 15 per cent to a trifle over 
2 per cent. 


Whack at Tim Sullivan. 


In this connection Mr. Welton takes a rap 
at Little“ Tim Sullivan, the department 
secretary, who wrote the letter to the finance 
committee which Redieske signed, request- 
ing the transfer of $25,000 to the section D 
account in der that the department might 
have enough money in that account to pay 
for the cleaning of the tunnel. 

This is cited as another case of deceit on 
the part of the deputy commissioner, inas- 
much as the money was not to be used for 
cleaning the tunnel, but, in fact, was used to 
pay f shale rock excavations. Sullivan 
is let off lightly, as about the worst accusa- 
tion made against him in the Welton report 
is that he used dad judgment when he 
drew up this letter, especially in not calling 
the matter to the attention of Commissioner 
Hanberg direct, instead of sending it to 
Redieske to be signed. 

It was said some of the members of the 
Merriam commission believed the strictures 
made by Welton against Redieske were a 
trifle too harsh, and were disposed to tone 
them down, N as the matter now stands, 
unless there is 4 change of heart on the part 
of the majority of the commissioners, the 
Welton report will be transmitted flat to 
the mayor and council. , 


Ericson Is Called “Careless.” 
The testimony of City Engineer Ericson is 
reviewed at great length in the report. Al- 
though he is &poken of as having been 
‘“‘careless’’ in the matter of checking up 
on the subordinate engineers, he does not 
come in for any greater censure. The report 
goes further back than the present admin- 
istration, however, and criticises previous in- 
cumbents of the city engineer's office for 
allowing a contract to be drawn with such 
poor specifications as those embodied in 
the one let to McGovern. 

The actions of the assistant engineers on 
the job are not considered by the writer of 
the report as having any/material bearing 
upon the investigation, inasmuch as they 
were acting “ under orders” from their su- 
perior officers. Ralph A. Bonnell’s testimony 
is not considered of great importance, owing 
to the fact that his original notes were not 
porduced, but b is. declargdg toe havet been 
extremely careless in permitting a claim of 
such magnitude to accumulate while the 
work was in progress, to be paid for after- 
wards, without calling it directly to the at- 
tention of the city engineer or the commis- 
sioner of public works himself. 

The same assertion regarding carelessness 
is made against Walter A. Shaw and A. A. 
Babcock Jr., the engineers who were directiy 
in charge of the excavation work for the 
city. 


Praise for Auditor Kline. 

One of the bright spots in the report is the 
paragraph of approval for Auditor Kline of 
the department of public works, in which it is 
declared that he appeared to be one of fhe 
most efficient of the employés of the depart- 
ment who were examined. 

The report contains nearly 200 typewritten 
pages, and more than half of it is given over 
to a summary of the evidence produced be- 
fore the commission and a detailed statement 
of the investigations carried on by Mr. Wel- 
ton and his subordinates. These consisted of 
a physical examination of the ground along- 
side the Lawrence avenue tunnel by borings 
and a test pit and of an examination of the 
spoil dump. Mr. Welton also interviewed 
many contractors and others who are fami)- 
lar with the character of the soll underlying 
Chicago and made a careful personal seru- 
tiny of all the papers in the case of the Me- 
Govern contract from the time it was first 
advertised until the final payment was made. 

Ald. Merriam. Walter L. Fisher, Ald. Snow 
and two or three other members of the com- 
mission met in. the office of Attorney Fisher 
in the afternoon and discussed the shale rock 
report. 


Many Facts Already Known. 


Mr. Merriam was asked, in view of the fact 
that the salient features of the report had 
become public, if he would not consent to 
make the whole report public. 

“We cannot do that now,” he replied. 
“The commission had that matter under 
advisement, and decided that it would be 
best to hold it until it is presented to Mayor 
Busse and the council. I cannot say whether 
the statements regarding what the report 
contains are accurate or not, but there were 
certain facts brought out in the evidence, 
which were apparent to every one, and it {s 
not a bad guess to say that these things wil) 
be embodied in the report.“ 

Commissioner. Hanberg had nothing to say 
about the report, and when Deputy Commis- 
sioner Redieske was asked to comment on it, 
he only smiled, but the smile did not relieve 
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large amount of printing ordered by Mr. 
Coleman from Cameron. Amberg & Co. It 
is said the prices on these requisitions in 
some cases run over 100 per cent above the 
regular market price for the same class of 
work. 

Mr. Coleman is geiting ‘‘ touchy upon the 
question of investigation, and has even gone 
so far as to refuse the public access to the 
records of his office. His actions are said to 
be based upon the advice of private counsel. 

It has developed that Mr. Coleman and the 
corporation counsel's office are at outs, and 
have been ever since Coleman stated before 
the Merriam commission that he had acted 
in the matter of buying feed upon the advice 
of Assistant Corporation Counsel Charles 
Haft. The dag after Mr. Coleman made this 
assertion Mr. Haft visited his office and 
“called'’ him for the statement, and said 
he had never given an opinion upon feed pur- 
chases, but had merely made a passing re- 
mark upon the subject. Since then Mr. Cole- 
Nmap has had a lawyer of his own. 


Report Blanks $2.80 Apiece. 

An investigation of a number of requisi- 
tions in the controller’s office revealed one 
that seemed to require an explanation It 
was dated Nov. 23, 1909, and was numbered 
6,264. It was a requisition upon Cameron, 
Amberg & Co. for 100 daily report blanks, 
at $280; for the Criminal court.“ 

As the Criminal c@urt is a county institu- 
tion, and does not make its purchases 
through the office of Business Agent Cole- 
man, he was asked to explain. The person 
inquiring asked to see the original requisi- 
tion. 

What department are you from?” asked 
Mr. Coleman. 

‘I'm not from any department,“ replied 
the inquirer. ‘

Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.+[Special.}— 
Eminent musical authority proclaims Dixie“ 
the most popular patridtic song in America. 
“Yankee Doodle comes next in public 
favor. 

Such is the verdict of O. G. T. Sonneck, 
chief of the division of, music of the library 
of congress, who has just isthed from the 
government press an exhaustive report on 
four famous American musical compositions, 

“Yankee Doodle,“ he says, though no 
longer a national song, is still a national air 
and second only to Dixie in the popularity 
contest. 


Origin of Songs Given. 

The origin and evolution of Yankee Doo- 
dle,“ “Star Spangled Banner.“ Hail Co- 
lumbja,” and America are treated in full 
detail\in Mr. Sonneck’s volume, and fac- 
similes of the original manuscripts are given. 

Daniel Decatur Emmett died in poverty at 
Mount Vernon, O., three years ago. He had 
written many songs in his day. His great- 
est were Dixie” and Old Dan Tucker.” 
He received $500 for “ Dixie’’ and $100 for 
Old Dan Tucker.“ Charles K. Harris made 
$50,000 from After the Ball.“ The contrast 
is a striking one. ' 

In 1859 Emmett was singing with Dan 
Bryant’s negro minstrels on lower Broadway 
in New York. The show had been drag- 
ging, and Bryant thought he saw disaster 
ahead. One Saturday he told Emmett that 
he must have a new negro walk around 
by Monday night.

Adaptation an Accident. 

Its adaptation nearly two years later as 
a war song of the south was an accident.

On account of the approaching war a zouave 
drill was introduced into the show The or- 
chestra leader tried over several airs for 
the march, and finally hit upon Dixie.

To do this 
he had to even up by lopping off some one 
else's salary. So magnanimously he lopped 
$800 off his own. * 


Declines to Talk About It. 

Asked to supplement his appeal with a 
statement: Dr. Evans shook his head and 
said: 

Please don't ask me. I can't talk about 
it—honestly, I can't.“ 

Dr. Evans in still another way occupies an 
unusual position relative to the budget. He 
cut down the estimated expenses of his de- 
partment, which other department heads 
were unable to do. He succeeded in nipping 
off $53,000. 

Last year the health department received 
an appropriation of $607,870. Dr. Evans 
makes an estimate for 1910 of $554,870. The 
controller, however, trimmed this down 
further to $535,972. Dr. Evans has been 
pointing out from time to time that the city's 
health department needed a far greater ap- 
propriation than it ever has received.

Dr. Blaustein Overeomes Oppo- 
sition of Parents. 


CITES HORRORS OF RUSSIA. 


Christmas Exercises Held by Children 
in the Public Schools. 


David Blaustein, director of the Hebrew 
institute, has stopped the objection in the 
Jewish district to Christmas entertainments 
in the public schools by saying to Jewish 
parents: Remember Russa.” 

At two parents’ meetings called to discues 
the rebellion against Christmas observance, 
Dr. Blaustein madea plea for peace, and Dis- 
trict Superintendent E. C. Rossiter on behalf 
of the schools promised that riligious fea- 
tures of the exercises would be e minated. 
Remember the oppression of )*ussia and 
thank God that you have publk schools,“ 
said Dr. Blaustein to the parents. Wehave 
come to a country where we are tolerated. 
Let us not condemn the customs of this coun- 
try. In Russia we could not meet together 
to talk about such questions and I could not 
be making this kind of a speech. 

“ Do not tell your children to disobey their 
teachers unless you want them to learn to 
disobey you. If you think they are taught 
things contrary to your religion make your 
complaint to the board of education.” 

This speech stilled the tempest in the Smith 
and Rogers school districts, and Jewish chil- 
dren participated in the exercises at the 
schools. 

Until the speeches had been made the sit- 
uation was growing tense. Many Jewish chil- 
dren had been told not to sing the songs of 
Christmas and to refuse if teachers insisted. 


Exercises in All the Schools. 


Christmas exercises were held yesterday in 
all the schools. Children of Garfield school, 
Fourteenth and Johnson streets, gave an 
exhibition of hand made Christmas presents 
they have prepared for their parents and 
friends. Articles made of leather and ham- 
mered brass were among those shown. Ip 
the manual training schools many bandsome 
presents have been made by pupils. 

At Mary Crane nursery, near Hull house, 
a Christmas tree and entertainment were 
provided by the United Charities.

STEEL TRUST PUTS UP CASH. 


Europe Sends Cheer; Mrs, Sage Re- 
members Park Employes, 


New York, Dec. 23.—[{Special.]—The Cen- 
tral Trust company has set aside $50,000 to 
be distributed among its employés as a 
Christmas bonus on a basis of 50 per cent of 
their year's salaries. 

The Central Trust company for many years 
has been credited with being generous in its 
provisions for ita force. The company’s em- 
ployés have opportunities to become stock- 
holders in the company, and those distin- 
guished by especial efficiency in a number 
of cases have been extraordinarily rewarded 
at the end of their term of service. Today's 
distribution is larger than any recorded as 
having been granted by any other financial] 
institution. 


Steel Trust Sends Along Cash. 
The United States Steel corporation, which 


this week voted $2,000,000 as a bonus to those 
employés who should be picked out by the 
heads of the various subsidiaries as having 
Sigialized themselves for efficiency during 
the year, sent along the cash part of its bonus 
today. This amounts to $1,200,000. The re- 
maining $800,000 is payable in stock, title to 
which, it ie understood, will not pass until 
after three years’ more of service with the 
corporation. 

The stock exchange has raised a Christmas 
fund said to be in excess of $11.000, while the 
consolidated’s is about $8,000 and the curb’s 
about $1,000. 

Many brokerage houses have distributed 
their Christmas bonuses to'employés. These 
generally are larger than in recent years. 
Among brokerage houses the method of dis- 
tributing bonuses seems to be changing from 
a pro rata basis to a system under which 
those who do the hardest work get the biggest 
slice of the Christmas money. Most of the 
banking houses, however, follow a pro rata 
system, and the employés of these institu- 
tions are looking forward to substantial ad- 
ditions to thelr yearly wage.

A Danish law student, whose father holds 
high otfice under the government of the king 
at home and who is at present spending some 
time in study in New York, said today he 
knew that a hustling publicity man of Copen- 
hagen, who, although a Dane, was thoroughly 
fluent in the use of English, had written for 
Dr. Cock in Copenhagen the long account of 
the journey to the pole which appeared ina 
newepaper in New York and one in Chicago 
during the month of September under Cook's 
name. 

He added that he had seen adequate proof 
that this publicity man was ordered by Cook 
to write this story, and had been paid for 
his services by the explorer. 


Bears Out Statements. 

This report about the assistance which 
Cook. received in his first literary labors 
would seem to bear out statements appear- 
ing in a Peißlan newspaper in the month of 
October. 

Henry Arcktowski, who was a companion 
“of .Cook on the Belgian expedition to the 
antarctic, in writing in criticisms of Cook’s 
claims to having discovered the pole, stated 
that the whole Cook propaganda had been 
the work of a clever publicity agent in Cop- 
enhagen. 

Without this assistance, the critic said, 
Cook could not have encountered the well 
ordered public demonstration, nor have been 
Made the recipient of so many private hon- 
ore. 

William L. Cook declared today that he 
believed his brother, Dr. Cook. had “ met 
foul play abroad, and he feared that he had 
been murdered. 

“TI had a letter from Dr. Cook early this 
week. said the brother, in which he sald he 
was hurrying to Copenhagen with his procfs 
of having found the north pole. He should 
have reached Copenhagen before this, and as 
he had been threatened with violence I fear 
kis enemies have overtaken him.“ 


Schley Demand Stirs Storm. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—Rear Admiral 
Schiey's demand that Commander Peary 
submit his polar data to the consistory of 
the University of Copenhagen for verilica- 
tion, following that body’s repudiation of 
Dr. Cock. has raised a storm among the 
membership of the Nationa) Geographic so- 
ciety. which gave Peary a clean bill of 
health. 

The leading members assert that the scien- 
tists of the United States would be demean- 
ing themselves if they acknowledged their 
findings needed verification. There seems to 
be no disposition to withhold from the Copen- 
hagen board the data filed by Peary, but 
there is acwell defined opposition against 
turning it over to the Danish scientists for 
Official action. 

The argument advanced by Schley that 
such examination would remove all question 
of doubt from the claim of Peary is accepted 
as gratuitous. The records of the commander 
have been found unimpeachable by American 
scientists, and therefore the question is no: 
whether. Peary is right but whether the 
scientists are wrong. 


Gannett Opposes Plan. 

“Nothing can be gained by submitting 
Commander Peary’ s data to the University 
of. Copenhagen,“ said Prof. Gannett, who was 
chairman of the committee that passed upon 
Peary’s proofs. 1 den't see any rea- 
son why they should be submitted. 
The committee which passed upon hie 
papers is fully qualified to arrive at 
an unbiased conclusion, notwithstanding 
that almost every member is acquainted with 
Peary. I need not say that the investigations 
were carried on along scientific lines, with- 
out regard to the personality or the standing 
of either claimant.’’ 

Rear Admiral Chester, who attacked 
Cook's data some time ago, denounced the 
proposition of Admiral Schley as absurd.” 
He declared he did not belle ve the University 
of Copenhagen would consider making a 
request for the proofs, and that the whole 
matter was a mare's nest. 


Cites Other Authorities. 
Chester also drew attention to the fact that 
the Royal Geographical society of England 
and the Geographical society of Berlin had 
acknowledged Peary as the discoverer cf the 
pole, and that the latter society had plenned 
to honor Peary in Berlin next year. 


Also he touched upon the verdict of the 


Duc d' Abruszl, himself an explorer of no 
small fame, that Peafy had placed foot on 
the apex of the world as additional proof 
why the demand of Admiral Schley migh* 
‘well be ignored. 

A cablegram dated Copenhagen to J. How- 
ard Gore, one of the members of the specias 
committee named to look into the Cook data, 
unofficially announced that the Danish 
scientists had sent their report on Cook’s 
data to the National Geographic society. 

The report and the field notebook of Dr. 


Cook probably will be reviewed by the com- 


mittes early next month. 


DANES DROP COOK. 

COPENHAGEN, Dec. 28.—The University 
of Copenhagen having received no communi- 
cation from Dr. Frederick A. Cook since its 
verdict was rendered. no tonger expects to 
hear ‘anything further from the explorer. 
Dr. Salomonsen, rector of the university, said 
today that he was convinced Dr. Cook 
would remain in hiding long as possible.

Fail to Trace Explorer.

Attorney 
Edwin W. Sims late yesterday in a new cru- 
sade against the distribution ot European 
government lottery tickets here. 

Postoffice inspectors are searching for evi- 
dence against others believed to be acting as 
agents of the European lotteries and other ar- 
rests are expected to follow. The men taken 
into custody are charged with violating the 
feceral law prohibiting the importation of 
lottery tickets into the United States. 

Those arrested are Samuel Freudenberg, 56 
Schiller street, and Herman Kompel, 803 
South Marshfield avenue. Freudenberg is de- 
clared by the postal authorities to have coff- 
ducted his’ lottery ticket business on a big 
scale, selling from $500 to 51.000 worth a 
month. He formerly was the owner of Sunny- 
side park, aad during the world’s fair in 
Chicago conducted a restaurant in the Sher- 
man house. Kompel’s operations are be- 
lieved to have been less extensive than those 
of Freudenberg. 

Men Released on Bond. 

Both men were arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Charles Buell, who 
set their cases for hearing on Dec, 81. Each 
was released on $3,000 bond. 

Freudenberg ‘is Aneged to have been the 
agent for two German concerns, the Royal 
Saxon lottery, with neadquarters in Leipsig, 
and the lottery of the Free City of Hamburg, 
located in Hamburg. He was arrested by 
Deputy United States Marshal Edwin North- 
rop and Postofflce Inspector C. A. Macomic 
as he recelved at his home two packages from 
a mail carrier, .The packages contained a 
supply of lottery tickets for the next draw- 
ings and lists of winners in the last previous 
division of money Sy the two lotteries. 

A search Freudenberg’s house disclosed 
a quantity of lists, literature of the lotteries, 
and 500 lottery tickets, which were con fiscat- 
ed by the authorities. In the packages re- 
ceived by Freudenberg were announcements 
of the one hundred and fifty-sixth drawing 
of the Saxon lottery and the three hundred 
and thirty-seventh as of the one in 
Hamburg. 

Big Prize Is $200,000. 

The announcement of the Saxon organizga- 
tion states that 16,649,200 marks will be dis- 
, tributed. The big prize is 800,000 marks, or 
about $200,000. There are 39,600 prises 
listed. The big prize announced by the 
other lottery is 600.000 marks. 

Kompel was arrested in the barber shop of 
Jacob Kobert, 2410 Milwaukee avenue, by 
Deputy Marshal C. J. Righeimer and ostal 
Inspector Frank F. Sharon. He had gone 
there to get his mail, containing a supply of 
tickets from the Saxon lottery. By his 
direction the mail had been sent to Joseph

Truth Begins to Filter.

Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Canadian government dispelied any doubts 
as to its naval plank today, when it an- 
nounced the purchase from Great Britain of 
the cruiser Rainbow, à ship which for sev- 
eral years has been out of active service in 
the imperial navy. Coupled with the an- 
nouncement of this purchase is the state- 
ment that another ship, slightly larger, is 
to be secured from Great Britain, the two to 
serve as training ships in preparing a force 
to man Canada’s new navy. 

The acquisition of the cruiser Rainbow is 
of immediate interest to the United States. 
When overhauled and refitted, which will be 
in the early summer, the cruiser is to be dis- 
patched to the Pacific coast base, and from 
there it is to be sent into active duty as a 
patrol ship in enforcing the Canadian fish 
protection laws, It is evident that its duty 
will be to stop the alleged depredations of 
American fishermer in the Heckate straits. 

The patrol work will be incidental to the 
use of the ship as a training engine for the 
Canadian navy. No doubt remains of the 
determination of the Laurier government to 
proceed with the naval plans that were in- 
formally proposed last fall, and which have 
the sanction of the imperial government. 


Three Cruisers to Be Built. 

These plans call for the building and main- 
tenance by Canada of three’cruisers of the 
Bristol type and four destroyers, the whole 
fleet to cost between $8,000,000 and $10,000 000 
for construction and equipment, and approx- 
imately $3,000,000.for annual maintenance 
and operation. The two ships purchased 
from Great Britain will hardly bear the desig- 
nation of a beginning kor the Canadian 
navy, as their type and condition is not such 
as to fit them for active naval operations. 

The agitation now existing throughout the 
dominion on the nayal question makes the 
government’s announcement of especial sig- 
nificance. The naval bill probably will be 
presented to parliament as soon as that body 
reconvenes in January, notwithstanding the 
opposition that has developed to the building 
of a fleet of small ships on the cofitention that 
dreadnoughts would be preferable. 


Ship Builders Give Advice. 


The cabinet has been sitting every day 
since Monday, and has gone over the naval 
question in detail. Prominent English 
ship builders, including the firm of Swan & 
Hunter, builders of the Mauretania, have 
been in conference with the ministers, and it 
is understood that the naval plane are well 
advanced. 

The Canadians are determined to proceed 
with the establishment of a small navy, and 
have no intentions of building dread- 
noughts until a sea force has been trained 
and a naval bureau established that shows 
itself capable of maintaining and operating 
the auxiliary type of ships. 

The Rainbow is of 3,400tons, has a speed of 
twenty knots, and carries an equipment of 
two six incr guns, six 4.7 guns. eight six 
pounders, one three pounder, and four tor- 
pedo tubes. Its full complement of meh is 
2738. 

The belief,is expressed here that the desig- 
nation of the Rainbow to the Pacifie coast 
station, to enforce fishery regulations, will 
not necessarily change the situation now 
existing between the two countries as to 
the Heckate straits fisheries. These waters 
have long been in dispute because of Canada’s 
efforts to enforce its closed season regula- 
tions, and the case will probably be finally 
settled In the Hague international court. 


British Gold Sent for Investment. 

Cable dispatches from London state that 
the financial agencies estimate the recent 
British deposits in Canadian banks at $35,- 
000,000. These figures are compiled by Cana- 
dian banking agencies In England and are 
regarded as being authentic. The deposits 
cover the last few months, since the Income 
tax and other budget taxes have been agitat- 
ing British capital. The large sums being 
transferred to Canada are for investment in 
Canadian enterprises. 

The demand for a British tariff on wheat 
and flour, which was pointed out over a year 
ago by experts of the American government 
as a danger confronting the American ex- 
port trade, is taking form in Canada as a re- 
sult of the bitter fight now being waged for 
control of the English government. 

The plan already advocated in Great 
Britain by the Conservatives contemplates a 
discriminatory duty of at least 8 cents 
bushel against wheat and flour from the 
United States and other foreign countries. 


Canada Would Rule Wheat Trade. 

A prominent Canadian miller, F. W. 
Thompson, head of one of the biggest milling 
concerns on this side ot the line, in an in- 
terview on his return from London, says the 
British trade can easily stand such a tax 
upon wheat and flour, and that the discrim- 
ination in favor of British colonies would 
practically give Canada the control of the 
business in the wheat market. 

Wheat exports from the United States have 
been steadily declining, while those of Cana- 
da have been growing. This in part is due 
to the fact that the American surplus is 
growing less almost every year. Any dis- 
criminatory tariff legislation by Great 
Britain, however, would be a severe blow to 
American trade, which still has a great sur- 
plus to work off through the big foreign com- 
petitive markets, especially in Great Britain 
and the Netherlands. 


BROTHER OF POET WATSON | 
AGAIN SAYS HE IS INSANE. 


Declares Wife of Author of “The Woman 
with the Serpent’s Tongne” Doesn’t 
Know of His Condition. 


New York, Dec, 23.—Robinson Watson, in 
a statement telegraphed to New York from 
Montreal today, reiterates that his brother 
William Watson, the English poet, now in 
Havena, is insane. He declares the peet's: 
wife, who is with him, is unaware or her 
husband's mental condition. Mrs. Watson 
cabled from Havana yesterday that Rob- 
inson Watson's message to the world is a 
wicked attempt to ruin my husband.” The 
brother replies today as follows: 

It is not surprising that Mrs. Wiliiam 
Watson has cabled an angry message. There 
probably will be worse to come, and stil) 
worse, until she fully apprehends the whole 
truth. A sad feature of the situation is that 
she has been ignorant of the events of 1892. 

“When the long statement about the As- 
quiths compelled me to recognize clearly what 
others were beginning to perceive, I immedi- 

ately went to New York and, finding. my 
worst fears confirmed. endeavored during 
four consecutive days to get an opportunity 
of speaking alone with Mrs. Watson, but no 
such opportunity could be obtained, and I lett 
without having given her the slighteat in¢s.

Under the existing circumstances the treas- 
ury department is averse to adopting either 
of these expedients, and Mr. MacVeagh is 
trying to work out some other arrangement. 

The whole trouble has been caused by the 
need of preserving the parity of the Panama 
2 per cents, which now are lingering around 
par, and have been below par. The circu- 
lation tax on the 2 per cents is one-half of 1 
per cent, while the tax on the 3 per cents is 
1 per cent. That sort of an arrangement 
makes the 3 per cents more popular as an in- 
vestment. and depreciates the 2 per cents. 

Secretary MacVeagh has recommended 
that congress amend the law authorizing 
Panama bonds in such a manner as to pre- 
serve the parity of the 2 per cents. He sug- 
gested that the circulation tax on 3 per cents 
be increased to 1% per cent. He has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining consideration for his 
plan, but there is not much chance of get- 
ting actual legisiation. 

Vreeland Has Two Amendments. 

Representative Vreeland will introduce an 
amendment drawn by Secretary MacVeagh 
for this purpose, as well as two other amend- 
ments—one providing that Panama bonds 
ghall be payable in gold coin and another 
providing that one-tenth of 1 per cent be 
allowed for the expense of marketing the 
bonds. 


WARSHIP UTAH IS LAUNCHED; 
DUBBED “SKEERED 0’ NUTHIN’.” 


New Fighting Vessel, Declared World’s 
Finest, Is Christened by Daughter of 
Governor of Name State. 


Camden, N. J., Dec. 23.—Declared to have 
no equal afloat as a first class fighting ma- 
chine, the battleship Utah, the greatest war- 
ship ever built in the United States, was 
launched from the yards of the New York 
Shipbuilding company in the presence of 
several thousand persons who crowded the 
docks and every vantage point in the vicinity 
of the yard. 

As the big hull started to leave the thickly 
greased ways, Miss Mary Alice Spry of Salt 
Lake City, daughter of the governor of Utah. 
raised her arm and with a swift, hard swing 
broke a beribboned bottle of champagne 
against the bow and spoke the words that 
gave the vessel its name. 

The Utah is the fifth of the all big gun 
type of battleship for the United States navy 
to be launched. When completed it will be 
more powerful than the Delaware and North 
Dakota of the Dreadnought class, and has 
been dubbed by a member of congress the 
„ Skeered o' Nuthin’ ”’ class. 

The Utah has a length on the load water 
line of 610 feet, or 521% feet over all, and a 
beam of 88 feet 2 inches. Its trial draft wf) 
be 28% feet; displacement, 21,825 tons, or 
2,000 tons greater than the Delaware and 
North Dakota; and its speed is expected to 
develop twenty and patos svat knets or 
more an hour. 

The main armament of “the Utah will con- 
sist of ten twelve inch guns mounted on five 
turreta on the central line of the ship.

BIG AIRSHIP IS NIGHTHAWK 


Blazing Searchlight Halts Busi- 
ness at Willimantic, Conn. 


IS TILLINGHAST GUILTY? 


Worcester, Mass., Man Is Suspected as 
Nocturnal Aviator. 


Willimantic, Conn., Dec. 28.—[Special.]— 
Shortly after 7:30 o'clock tonight when 
Christmas shopping trade was crowding 
the streets of the city there suddenly came 
from the east a large searchlight. 
As it approached thecity it grew larger and 
larger, and attracted much attention. When 
over the southeastern part of the city it came 
to a standstill, and then performed a number 
of evolutions. Business was at a standstill 
for a while. Every eye in town was directed 
to the eastern sky. 

For a few minutes the big light stood still, 
then ite rays were thrown to the north and 
remained there for a few seconds. Then 
there was a sudden turn to the west. Then 
the rays were thrown east, and for a few 
seconds the light revolved as if its director 
was looking for something. 


Outline Shows Up Airship. 

in a few minutes the light, which looked as 
big as a bucket, came forward a little and 
there could be seen the outline of something 
trailing behind. 

“ Tillinghast's airship,’’ was the outcry that 
came from every one. 

The airship’s dark outline, suddenly started 


again. It hovered over the city for about 
fifteen minutes and then turned eastward, 
starting in the direction of Boston. 

It generally is believed here that the air- 
ship was that of Wallace Tillinghast of Wor- 
cester. ‘ 

Mayor Daniel P. Dunn saw the strange 


airship. John Milhouse and others who saw 
an airship pass above this town the night 
in September that Wallace Tillinghast says 
he went from Boston to New York and return 
in his airship, said tonight that it was the 
same craft. 

P. D. Donahue saw the airship in Baltic, 
a few miles east of this city, and said there 
were two men in the machine when it passed 
over Baltic. 

The visit of the airship caused great excite- 
ment, and at midnight several hundred per- 
sone were still in the streets waiting for its 
return. 


Reported Seen Over Boston. 
A report from Boston says that the mys- 
terious airship, with its searchlight throw- 
ing a glare ahead and red tail lamps at its 
rear, was seen again tonight sailing about 
over Marlboro and adjacent towns, its black 
shape plainly visible against the moonlit sky. 
After hovering over Marlboro the ship 
headed to the eastward, and was seen by 
many people in Ashland, South Framingham, 
and Natick. It passed over the latter town 
about 7:20 o'clock, and at 7:45 tonight many 
members of the Puritan club of Boston saw 
it hovering over the Boston common.

/SBEK FRAUD IN CHICAGO PORT 


Evidence Before the Grand Jury 
Starts New Line of Inquiry. 


NEW MODISTE IS AOOCUSED. 


Smuggling Charges Made Against Mrs. 
Anna L. Olson. 


From employees of Mrs. May R. Weber and 
Mrs. Kathryn Schwartz, the Chicago dress- 
makers arrested in connection with the inter- 
national smuggling conspiracy operated in 
New York, government officials obtained ad- 
ditional evidence yesterday. 

Through the testimony given before the 
federal grand jury here much important in- 
formation that will be used in New York and 
Chicago was gathered. Though the Chicago 
grand jury adjourned during the afternoon 
and was discharged without returning any 
indictments, it was said that local grand jury 
inquiry into the operations of dressmakers 
and oriental rug importers through the Chi- 
cago port is not at an end. 

There will be another inquisitorial body in 
January, and if evidence can be obtained by 
the customs agents and District Attorney 
Sims in sufficient quantity, it will be pre- 
sented. 


Another Modiste Accused. 

Another Chicago modiste’s name was 
drawn into the smuggling case as a result of 
civil proceedings started against her by Mr. 
Sints. This modiste is Anna L. Olson, whose 
place of business is located in the Heyworth 
building, 38 to 50 Madison street. She is al- 
leged to have ‘tried to get Paris gowns 
through the Chicago port by making false 
declarations of value when they were en- 


tered. 

Under direction of Mr. Sims Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Benjamin Davis filed an infor- 
mation in the Di&trict coart against Mrs, Ol- 
son seeking the forfeiture of her property 
for sale by the government to satisfy the cus- 
toms duties. , 

According to the government’s charges 
Mrs. Olson imported six Paris gowns in two 
cases that were entered at the Chicago cus- 
tom house through a local customs brokerage 
firm. They are alleged to have been entered 
at half value. 

Original invoices were found by the cus- 
toms authorities after they had made an ex- 
amination of the gowns, and in this way the 
real value is said to have been disclosed. The 

wns were seized and are now in the custody 
of Collector John C. Ames. 


Tell of Former Experience. 

From Port Huron, Mich., it was learned 
that Mrs. Olson had had trouble with the 
customs authorities there in the fall of 1907. 
She was returning to Chicago with another 
local dressmaker and at the Canadian bor- 
der line she is declared to have attempted to 
get some Parisian creations into the United 
States without the payment of the required 
duties. 

It also developed that the federal agents 
had found seven big sleeper trunks” at 
the dressmaking establishment of Mrs. 
Weber, or “Mme. Whitney,” and Mrs. 
Schwarz, 1541 Michigan avenue. Edward 
Foster, a porter employed at the Mme. 
Whitney establishment, is said to have given 
important testimony about these trunks to 
the grand jury. The trunks had been used 
to carry dressmaking supplies, dress goods, 
and gowns, being shipped direct to Chicago 
from New York by express. 

Employes Called Before Jury. 

Two of the trunks, it was sald, were discoy- 
ered to have been the property of Joseph 
Weber, the Wellington hotel oriental rug 
dealer and husband of “Mme.

Writes Letter from Buffalo, 

Here Is the letter: 

“I am writing my defense. My full name 
is Harry Vincent Kavanaugh.

STAGG HAS MORE “HUNCHES” 


Midway Coach Tells New Ideas 
for Improvement of Game. 


WANTS WOUNDED TAKENOUT 
Supports Eastern Advocates of This 
„Reform“ in Football. 


More reforms in football were proposed 
yesterday by Director A. A. Stagg. who will 
leave soon for New York to fight for the 
cause of the purified game. That he has 
been much impressed with the importance 
of changing the code {s shown by the fact 
that he thus far has advocated over a dozen 
places in which the sport may be improved. 

The new ideas announced by Stagg are 


perhaps the most important he has put 
forth, and, if adopted, should go a long way 
toward redeeming football in the’ eyes of the 
public. The Midway director joins the ranks of 
those who are .agitating the removal of injured 
players from the game. On this point he pro- 
poses to legisiate as far as possible to remove 
players sufferimg from haustion, by urging 
coaches and trainers to take such’men out, and 
have a rule empowering the referee to rule out 
@ man who takes out time for the second time. 

Stagg also favors the protection of the player 
receiving a forward pass. It has been realized by 
many that some of the worst Injuries come from 
athletes being body checked while attempting to 
get a pass. Kassulker of the Maroons received a 
bump in the ribs in this way which kept him out 
of three big games, and Jacobson of Northwestern 
was hurt in the same manner. His recommenda- 
tion is to protect.the receiver of a forward pass 
and onside kick against hard body checking. The 
officials should be given power to decide when to 
inflict a penalty in such a case 

The fifteen yard penalty for incompleted forward 
passes is altogether too severe, in the opinion of the 
coach. In fact, he sees no reason why any penalty 
at all should be inflicted on the first and second 
downs, but on the third he makes the suggéstion 
that instead of losing possession of the ball the 
offending side should be taxed fifteen yards. 

High school and untrained elevens never should 
be allowed to play longer halves than twenty-five 
minutes. in the opinion of the Midway authority. 

Penalties for crawling and also for those 
dropping on a player who is downed are two great 
necessities, and will be recommended at the nation, 
al meeting. Director Stagg is more than ever im- 
pressed with the need of ruling against pushing 
and pulling of a runner with the ball. He feels 
that allowing this is permitting an undesirable 
combination of the old and new styles. The direo- 
tor declares old style mass plays should be for- 
bidden, since the open defense now used cannot 
cope with the close formation in offense. 

The Jay Miller story struck the Midway like a 
thunderbolt. Though the Maroon athletes and 
rooters have no Vital interest, since they did not 
play the Wolverines, they discussed the case at 
length. Stagg himself declined to talk.

BARTELME SORE OVER SCANDAL 


Michigan Director of Athletics Feels 
Keenly the Humiliation Arising 
from Miller's Action. 


Philip G. Bartelme, director of athietics at the 
University of Michigan, who is spending the holi- 
days in Chicago, shares with other Michigan of- 
ciale the feeling of chagrin and humiliation caused 
by the scandal affecting the scholastic standing of 
* ad Miller, who had been elected captain for 

It is a most astonishing „ said Mr. Bar- 
telme last night, both that such an incident 
could occur and that a man in his senior year 
should take advantage of the faculty's oversight. 
It is particularly distressing to us because the 
faculty this season had tried to go further than 
usual in insisting on scholarship requirements, not 
alone for the varsity but even for the class tea. 

The oversight probably came from the fact 
that Miller last year took three courses in the lit- 
erary department and two in the engineering. In 
the former, he drew two conditions. One was 
worked off easily, but the other was not made up 
until about Oct. 20 Miller had signed the usual 
affidavit of eligibility and registered in the en- 
gineering school. The next day he was supposed 
to pay his tuition and enroll. He now claims he 
found the treasurer's office and the dean's office 
closed. and, finding no trouble in playing and with 
the memory of his condition, he kept on, intend- 
ing to make up the work later. 

„ Miller was certified to as to eligibility by the 
proper official who looked up his record and found 
the conditions removed. That he would not enroll 
was never dreamed of after he had taken so much 
trouble to remove his, conditions. The excuse, 
if any, for the oversight is that Miller was taking 
a joint course of engineering and forestry. Several 
subjects in the latter course come under tlie lit- 
erary 8 and each department ap ntly 
thought Mil was properly enrolled in other 

rtment. 

It seems incredible such a condition could arise, 
but it did, and- every one concerned feels the 
situation keenly.’’ 

When asked what measures could be taken for the 
Giécipline of Miller, Mr. Bartelme said: 

‘The faculty of each d ment has power of 
expulsion or suspension./ Action in the case of 
Miner win be within the province of the engli- 
neering faculty. Miller always has been a fair 
sort of student. He did not try for the team last 
year, although enrolled in college, and this action 
met some criticism. This year, however, his spirit 
was excellént. We talked with Miller over the 
phone after we discovered the conditions, but se- 
eured no facts which satisfied us.” a

Extraordinary Phenomenon Is 
Noted in Many Countries. 


MERCURY AT SUMMER MARK. 


Londen Theaters Opened for Air, but 
Many Patrons Faint. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Dec. B. -A meteorological phe- 
nomenon. which, it is stated, has not been 
known in 150 years, is being experienced in 
parts of western and southern Europe. The 
temperature has risen with astonishing sud- 
denness, under the influence of a southerly 
wind, to a summer level. The contrast has 
been most marked in Spain, France, and 
Switzerland, but has been great farther 
north. 

Concurrently with a gale in Great Britain 
yesterday the mercury in London rose in 
the course of a few hours fr 27 to 88 de- 
grees. Even tonight the temp ure is above 
50 degrees. In Paris the the: ..ometer res- 
isters 60 degrees. 

Theaters Opened for Air, 

The sudden change had a strange effect in 
the theaters last night. It was necessary to 
shut off all heating apparatus and open all 
doors and ventilators, notwithstanding which 
several persons fainted from the heat. 

Farther south 70 degrees is common. This 
temperature is universal in Switzerland, 
where the ice and snow are melting with sum- 
mer speed, causing floods which threaten to 
be serious. Snow has disappeared from the 
mountains to a height of 4,000 feet, stopping 
skiing, tobogganning, and other winter 
sports. 


Guests Swelter in Hotels. 

The guests at the hotels are sweltering in 
their winter clothing, glad to doff their coats 
outdoors. 

In Madrid the temperature is 73. The 
change in the weather has been accompanied 
in many parts by excessive rains, causing 
destructive floods. A gale wrecked the 
Italian legation at Lisbon, destroying the 
minister’s valuable collection of works of 


art.

Formation of New Trunk Line 
from New York Here Seen. 


WABASH TO BE MADE ALLY? 


Regarded Possible That Goulds Will 
Quit the Eastern Field. 


New York, Deo. 23.—{Special. ]}—The Moore- 
Reid clique. which virtually owne the vast 
Rock Island railroad system, it was learned 
tonight on the highest authority, hes ac- 
quired control of the Lehigh Valley rail- 
road company. 

This means according to Wall street calcu- 
lations, that an allance will be formed be- 
tween the Lehigh Valley and Wabash the 
control of which is known to be in hands 
friendly to the Moores, and the formation of 
a new trunk line from New York to Chicago.

DOUBT THAT MRS. HARRIMAN 
IS WORLD’S RICHEST WOMAN. 


One Source of Authority Puts Mag- 
nate’s Wealth at $200,000,000— 
Other Says Nearer $50,000,000, 


New York, Dec. 28.— Whether Mary Averell 
Harriman, widow of E. H. Harriman, is the 
richest woman in the world with more than 
$200,000,000 or only a woman of compara- 
tively moderate wealth is a matter tonight of 
the liveliest debate. 

On apparently trustworthy authority, it was 
eaid today that an appraisal made by the 
state controller's office, upon which the in- 
heritance tax will be determined, fixed the 
estate at 149,000,000 and that, shortly before 
his death, Mr. Harriman transferred to his 
wits and his eldest son, W. Averell Harri- 
man, securities valued at over $50,000,000. 

On the other hand, it was said tonight that 
Mr. Harriman left less than $75,000,U00; that

OPEN LAMPS ARE CAUSE. 

‘Rescuers Bring Out Some Who 

May Live; Fire Rages in 
Inaccessible Pit. 


Herrin, III., Dec. 23.—Eight men were killed 
and the lives of 400 others were imperiled hy 
an explosion of gas in mine A” of the Ch 
cago and Carterville Coal company late to- 
day. 

Open lamps carried by the mine’s engineer 
and his assistants caused the disaster. There 
were three men and a boy in this party and 
all lost their lives. 

Prompt action by the management of the 
mine resulted in the safe exit of the hundreds 
of men who were at work below ground, 
Within five minutes of the first reports of the 
explosion the miners in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the accident were started toward the 
surface and on the return trips of the cages 
rescuers were lowered to entries Nos. 7 and8 
west. where the catastrophe took place

James Guinney, superintendent of the 
mine, and Robert L.ueston, manager, headed 
the first relay of rescuers. Despite the black 
damp which flowed into the ghambers a- 
joining those in which Pierce and hig party 
were killed, these men plunged into the work- 
ings. 

Three bodies blocked their path. Hasty 
examination showed that the men were alive 
and they were rushed to the surface. One 
of them was A. J. Hueston, a brother of the 
manager, The others were Charles Klem 
and Albert Shelton. All were revived and 
are expected to recover from the effects of 
the gas. 

Three Bodies Not Burned. 


The rescuers next found the bodies of Sny- 
der, Gréeco, and Romeo. None of these mer 
had been burned, the condition of the bodies 
testifying mutely to the force of the concus- 
sion. Harber's body was badiy burned, the 
features being scorched almost beyond recom 
nition. 

The valiant efforts of the rescuers to pene- 
trate more deeply into the workings were re- 
puised by increasing banks of after damp. 
The ventilating apparatus of the mine had 
not been damaged, but it could not cope with 
the gases and Guinney and Hueston and their 
helpers were forced to retreat, leaving the 
bodies of Pierce and his companions. 

Fire also began to gain headway and it is 
not expected that the bodies can be recov- 
ered before tomorrow. Tonight all efforts 
are being directed towards fighting the 
flames. Conditions are such that it is hoped 
they will be confined to the two entries 
affected by the explosion. 


James Pease Mine President. 

The mine is under the active management 
of J. B. Peters of Carbondale, who is vice 
president of the Chicago and Carterville 
Coal company. The president of the concern 
is James Pease of Chicago, former sheriff ot 
Cook county.

Unsafe in Generatity of Cases; Says 
Qaitor. 


New York, Dec. 28. —[Speelal. Following 
several public demonstrations in this coun- 
try of Dr. Thomas Jonnesco’s method of per- 
forming surgical operations under the influ- 
ence of spinal anesthesia induced by a prepa- 
ration of stovaine and strychnine, an author- 
itative statement will de made on Saturday 
by the New Tork Medical Journal, discour- 
aging the use of this method in place of gen- 
eral antesthesia as brought about by chioro- 


' form and ether. 


It is admitted the Roumanian surgeon's 
method is useful under certain special con- 
ditions, but it is condemned as a routine pro- 
cedure. The Medical Journal’s conclusions 
are based on reports of cases made by sur- 
geons who operated under Dr. Jonnesco’s di- 
rection, The foreign surgeon administered 
the anesthetic himself to these patients. 

Spinal anesthesia is not new. It was dis- 
covered in by an American, Dr. J. Leon- 
ard Corning of this city, and was first re- 
ported in the New York Medical Journal 
Oct. 31, 18%. : 


“Injudicious” in Most Cases. 

The publication will say in part tomorrow: 
We have now no hesitation in saying it 
would be injudicious to substitute spinal 
anesthetization Tor the commoner methods 
in securing general anestheala—that is to 
say, in the generality of cases. 

In two out of three cases related by our 
London oorréspondent in the Journal for 
Dec. 18, the result may, we think; be fairly 
called unsatisfactory. In one of them, says 
our correspondent, the skin incision was 
quite unfelt, as was a division of the epigas- 
tric aponeuroeis, but as soon as an attempt 
was made to operate (the case was one of 
cancer of the stomach) the patient groaned 
and sald he felt ‘as it his insides were being 
pulled out.’ 

In another case (one of chronic suppura- 
tion in the mastoid antrum) upon incising 
the periosteum some pain was complained 
of, and as this persisted at each attempt a 
second injection was given. This, however, 
failed to have the desired effect, and the 
operation had to be completed under general 
aneesthesia..’ . 

“In this issue of the Journal we publish 
two articles relating to Prof. Jonnesco’s re- 
cent demonstrations in New York, one of 
them by Dr. Virgil P. Gibney of the Hospital! 
for the Relief of the Ruptured and Crippled, 
and’ the other by Dr. Aspinwell Judd, in 
which he reports the four cases of operation’ 
under the stovaine and strychnine anzsthesela 
performed in Dr. Robert T. Morris’ service 
in the New York Post-Graduate Medical 
schoo! and hospital. 


Criticism by Surgeon. 

“Tt will be noticed Dr. Gibney'’s cases 
showed more favorably than the others for 
the Jonnesco procedure, but we cannot over- 
look the fact that Dr? Gibney says: Person- 
ally, however, I should hesitate a long while 
before I allowed any high injection of any 
solution into my spinal canal. The vascular 
supply within the canal is too rich and the 
danger of hemorrhage induced thereby is 
sufficiently great to make me prefer a local 
anszesthesia through the respiratory tract.’ 

„ While the use of stovaine and strych- 
nine ansesthesia in competent hands and in 
selected cases, says Dr. Judd, * unquestion- 
ably has its advantages over general forms 


of anaesthesia, still at the present time we are 
not convinced of its efficiency in general 
use.’ II a

When the 
last census was taken there were in the 
United States 2,131,762 people one or 
both of whose parents were Canadian 
born. There were 1,171,255 persons who 
were born in Oanada themselves. The 
echool census In Chicago in May, 1908, 
listed more than 41,000 of the population 
of this city as Oanadian born. No one 
has any doubt that the census of 1910 
will show great increase in these Ameor- 
ican Canadian figures as an offset to the 
statistics indicating Canadian American 
migration of the last few years. 

Assuming a constant interflow of popu- 
lation between the two countries as a 
probable feature of future years, the geo- 
graphic contiguity being kept in mind, 
more real interest attaches to the statis- 
ties of immigration into Canada from the 
old world. The months which saw 71,988 
come from the United States registered 
78,268 from Europe, an increase of 6 per 
cent over the figures of the corresponding 
period a year before. The volume and 
character of this immigration, particular- 
ot the part coming from Great Britain, 
is likely to have much, importance in 
strengthening the bonds with the transat- 
lantic world, 

The English press congains frequent 
communications, articles, and editorials re- 
lating to the use of Canadian limitless 
areas in the solution of problems attend- 
ing the overcrowded .condition of Eng- 
land. Philanthropy looks eagerly toward 
the west as it notes the numbers of 
people who are out of work, those who 
are down and out, and those who are 
likely to become public charges as they 
grow from childhood to manhood and 
womanhood. It is clearly recognized that 
there is -difficulty in harmonizing ideas 
of the people England wishes to lose end 
of those Canada wishes to gain. 

Colonizing with paupers has never been 
successful and any such scheme will be 
strongly opposed by sensible Englishmen. 
But a plan to give boys and Pirls a 
chance in the dominion is attracting much 
attention. There are close to 100,000 
orphans, waifs, and other dependent chil- 
dren, most of whom would develop into 
useful citizens of Canada if they had a 
chance.

THE PRICE AND WEIGHT OF BREAD. 

The Supreme court has affirmed the 
right of the city to fix the weight of the 
loaf of bread, and to provide that the 
customer gets full weight. That was to 
be expected. The court has done more 
than that. It has ministered to the pub- 
lic health by upholding the authority of 
the city to make bakers do their work 
in clean and sanitary quarters. The com- 
missioner of health has won hie fight. 
The filthy, subterranean bakeries will soon 
be a thing of the past. 

The decision of the court may have 
other consequences which will not be so 
pleasing to the consumerg of bakery 
bread. There may be an advance in the 
price of the loaf to 7 cents. The bakers 
who have been selling fourteen ounces or 
less for 5 cents say that they will have 
to ask more for sixteen ounces. But 5 
cents has for years been the standard 
price. If it were to be advanced most 
purchasers would give no thought to the 


sponded with that in price. It would aot, 
if bakers were to ask 7 cents for a pound 
loaf. es 

Their eustomerg would say with appar- 
ent justice that if an Englishman can buy 
sixteen ounces for a little over 3% 
cents a Chicagoan should not be made 
to pay more than 5 cents. The English 
baker “uses flour made from imported 
wheat, much of it grown in this coun- 
try. It seems as if a Chicago baker 
ought to get his flour on equally good 
terms. 

There are some reasons why the pound 
loaf should be a trifle dearer in Chicago 
than in England. Wages are higher here, 
There are expenses here connected with 
the delivery of bread which do not exist 
there. It is more than likely also that 
there are too many small bakeries in Chi- 
cdgo and that in order that they may all 
live prices keep up while weights go 
down. After making all due allowances 
there seems to be no reason why the 
larger and better equipped bakeries at 
least cannot sell sixteen ‘ounces of bread 
for 5 cents and make money by it. 

To charge 7 or even 6 cents would be 
an imposition on the public. Bread is so 
important a part of the dietary of the 
wage earners, particularly the poorer 
ones, that any increase in price 
would be immediately and bitterly re- 
sented. They have fretted over the de- 
creasing weight of the loaf, but an ad- 
vance in price would enrage them. It 
would be the proverbial last straw. The 
cost of living is so high now that an addi- 
tional burden would be more than they 
could stand.

It is a matter of popular supérstition that when 
ghosts walk it is because their remains do not lie 
properly buried; and only the other day I mentioned in 
these letters the case of Hutton hall, Sir Francis Vane's 
ancestral home in Cumberland, one of the apartments of 
which was haunted to such a degree as to be rendered 
uninhabitable, whereupon an examination of the walls 
was undertaken and the bricked up skeleton of a woman 
discovered. After the interment of the skeleton in 
consecrated ground the spectral apparitions in that 
room ceased. If the white lady is finally laid to rest 
with the blessing of the church, with the rites which 
have hitherto been denied to her remains, possibly she, 
too, will cease to haunt the Hohensollerns. 

Of course many people scoff at the existence of 
ghosts in general and of the white lady of the Hohen- 
zollerns in particular. But the late Emperor Frederick, 
the most matter of fact and least imaginative prince of 
his Mne, was particularly interested in the subject and 
collected all the evidence he could about it for the pur- 
pose of depositing it in the archives of his family. 
Perhaps the most important testimony in this connec- 
tion consists of the sworn statements signed by Prince 
Ferdinand of Prussia and a number of his fellow offi- 
cers, to all of whom the white lady is declared to have 
appeared as they sat together on the eve of the prince’s 
death at the battle of Saalfeld in 1806. Moreover, 
Thomas Carlyle went to no little trouble to procure 
evidence, when writing the history of Frederick the 
Great, that the white lady had appeared to that famous 
monarch on the eve of his death. The king, so Carlyle 
relates, was on the road to recovery from his illness, 
when suddenly one morning he declared that he had 
geen the white clad specter during the night, that his 
hour had come; and that it was useless to ward off 
death any longer. So he refused to take any further 
medicine or nourishment, turned his face to the wall, 
and died. 


i 


The white lay has been considered sufficiently real 
by the hard headed, matter of fact commanders of the 
Prussian army to lead to their adopting special meas- 
ures whenever her appearance is reported. The moment 
she is seen the sentinels within and around the royal 
palace are at once doubled, The object of this is hot so 
much to protect the royal family from harm as to pre- 
vent the sentinels from following the example of the 
two who shot themselves while on guard at the 
palace, one shortly before the death of old Emperor 
William and the other a few days before the demise of 
Emperor Frederick, the men in both cases declaring be- 
fore they expired that they had seen the white lady, 
their story being in a measure borne out by the fact 
that their faces, even after death, seemed to be dis- 
torted with terror. 

The appearances of the white lady are kept as quiet 

possible. The matter is never mentioned at court 
save in whispers, and nothing concerning her is ever 
permitted to appear in print in the Berlin papers.

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The death of Duke George of Mecklenburg-Strelits at 
St. Petersburg last week serves to call attention to the 
number of sovereign German dynasties which are in 
danger of extinction through default of male issue. 
Duke George was the second in the line of succession to 
the throne of the grand duchy of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, 
and his younger brother, Michael, who survives him, is 
a wonfirmed bachelor. 

The crown prince of Mecklenburg-Strelitz is also un- 
married, and as the succession of the.crown: depends 
entirely upon him and upon his cousin Michael there is 
a fair chance of the family becoming extinct, in which 
event, according to an old time treaty, of the existence 
of which many people, even in Germany, are \ignorant, 
the grand duchy of Mecklenburg-Strelitz would fall not 
to the neighboring grand duchy of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin but to the Prussian crown. But if the dynasty 


before that of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, then the latter 
would be entitled to the possession of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin. ~ 

The late Duke George of Mecklenburg-Strelits, al- 
though born in Germany, spent his whole childhood and 
received ‘his entire education in Russia, where he has 
always made his home. All his military service has 
been in the Russian army, in which he held the rank of 
general, and he did not hold any commission whatso~ 
ever in the German army, being to all intents and pur- 
péses a Russfan. His mother was the Grand Duchess 
Catherine of Russia, daughter of Grand Duke Michael 
Paulovitch, who was the youngest brother of Nicholas I. 
Duke George married morganatically in 1890 a Mile, 
Natalie Vanilarski, for whom he obtained the mor- 
ganatic title of countess of Carlow, which is likewise 
borne by her three daughters, all of whom are under 20 
years of age. q

DR. DUBBE ON THE DOUBLE BASS. 

As the double bass is to be heard in solo at this 
week's concert, Dr. Criticus Flub-Dubbe lectured on 
that instrument before the Program Study Class yes- 
terday afternoon. 


“When Bottesini played the contrabasso,” said Dr. 
Dubbe, “he used an instrument much smaller than 
the full grown viol with which you are familiar. This 
instrument is as well adapted for solo work as the 
side drum, and has a much wider range. If you will 
stretch a clothesline across a washboard and saw 
vigorously on it with a rosined broomhandle, you will 
get an excellent notion of the peculiar color of the 
double buss.” 


“Would a clothesline gtwe forth sound?” asked Mra. 
Fuller-Prunes, perplexed. | . 

“Very little,” replied the Doctor. “The peculiar 
thing about the double bass is that the harder you 
saw it the less sound is made, so that if the strings 
held out it would be possible, with sufficient energy, 
to produce absolute silence.“ 


“Then how is it that we hear it so plainly in the 
orchestra?’ asked Miss Sara Band. 


“Because it is doubled by cello oF bassoon. To 
produce sound, the double bass has to collaborate with 
an instrument which will double in the octave above. 
That is why it is called the double bass. The expla- 
nation ts found in the law that the number of v. 
brations per second of a string is proportional to the 
square root of its tension, and the further fact that 
the number of vibrations varies inversely as the thick- 
ness of the string. If this Is nét perfectly clear let 
me add that the number of vibrations of a string is 
inversely proportional to the square root of its den- 
ity. And if the slightest obscurity remains you have 
only to be informed that the numberof vibrations 
is inversely proportional to the length of the string.” 

“All that is perfectly plain,” salad Mrs. Givu A. 
Payne. “But one thing I don’t quite see. If the 
double bass cannot give forth sound except in col- 
laboration, how can the player tell whether he is 
playing in tune?” 


“He can't, and he isn't,” replied Dr. Dubbe; “hence 
the strong, acrid flavor of that remarkable instrument. 
The father ‘of Johannes Brahms was a double bass 
player, and he had no illusions about the accuracy 
of his medium. ‘ Meier,“ he declared to another double 
bass player over a 4ouble liter of beer, ‘Meier’ it is 
only by accident that we play in tune.“

Beyond the kitchen is a store room, and 
beyond is a cow stable with a pine floor, and 
beyond is an open woodshed with a pigpen in 
one corner with two pigs. Haveycu any pigs 
in America? Imagine this question to a Chi- 
cegoan! But the old woman was £0 proud 
of her two that I did not tell her how many 
pige we have in America. 


Even Chicken Coop Is Designed. 


Beyond is a hundred feet of yard, with a 
grass plot, achicken coop painted with flower 
designs, a couple of pear trses, a wainut tree, 
a little workshop with a little wagon, and 
fenced off in one corner is a UHttle garden 
with cabbages and onions. Peyond, at the 
end of the lot, is a bern witha tile roof. It 
is a good barn, well made and clean. In the 
center is the driveway,.on one side the mow 
for hay, on the other for.straw. inthe barn 
were also many home made sacks, with bands 
of color, filled with wheat, oets, and rre. 
These people are too poor to own horses, but 
they have two cows and two oxen. They 
own twelve acres of land worth $175 an acre: 
and this is a poor Csang6 family. 

I was next shown the house of a well to do 
family. Everything just the same; only big- 
ger, better, and more of it: t could not be 
cleaner. There are five rooms instead of 
three, all with pine floors, and the walls and 
high ceilings of four are decotated. There is 
also a brick vaulted celiar. 


Values Have Taken Rise. 


The owner was extremely well informed. 
asked me many questions about America, and 
gave me. some interesting information about 
the results of Roumanian and American em- 
gration from the county and from the so- 
cialistic movement in Hungary. His house. 
barn, lot, etc., today is worth $2,400; five 
years ago it was worth halt that. 

Five years ago a mason received 60 cents 
a day, now $1.20; then brick were worth 
$4 a thousand, now seven dollars; then roof 
tiles were sold for $5 a thousand, now $8. 
About the barn’ and workshop were many 
curious tools and agricultural implements, 
pitohforks, shovels, rakes, hoes, etc.; they 
are all made by gypey blacksmiths in the 
village. 

I visited many other houses, each one with 
some distinctive. feature, always something 
new and interesting, and everywhere good 
cheer. In one house I found an od woman 
so gnaried and bent with age she reminded 
me of one of the ancient dwarféd pine trees 
of Japan, but her laugh and good humor 
were contagious.

present level still have for their foundation 
the strong cash situation, and until this is 
changed few traders have much confidence in 


e return to matbrially lower values. Many 


traders are willing enough to sell wheat, but 
the difficulty in getting the wheat back on 
the breaks is discouraging to the bears. At 
all markets cash wheat was steady, or prac- 
tically 80, relative to the futures, but the de- 
mand was not urgent, and there is not much 
business doing at the present. Normal con- 
ditions at this time of year do not require 
an active milling demand. The flour trade 
is seasonably active and a better demand is 
expected after the turn of the year. 


Liverpool Prices Are Lower. 

Foreign news encouraged the belief that 
lower prices were in store, Liverpool coming 
%@%d lower, and continental markets show- 
ing a generally weak undertone. Argentine 
advices referred to poor harvesting returns, 
and there seems to be little question that the 
total yield in that country will be a disap- 
pointment as the crop has had too many un- 
favorable factors to cope with to insure an 
average crop, if any reliance can be placed in 
the current reports. Russia and Canada con- 
tinue to offer wheat in liberal quantities 
abroad, and as far as aupplies are concerned 
European buyers appear to be fairly well 
gupplied. Stocks on ocean passage, world’s 
available supplies, and American and Cana- 
dians visible stocks are decreasing, so that. 
while the export demand is quiet there seems 
to be little wheat pressing for sale. Primary 
receipts here were 544,000 bu, against 470,- 
000 bu a year ago. 


Country Stops Selling Wheat. 

The slump in futures the last few days 
has curtailed country selling again. The 
farmer continues to dictate the price at which 
he will sell his wheat, and he does not sell 
on the breaks. Every time it takes a little 
higher range of prices to call out free offer- 
ings from the grower. Receipts here were 6 
ears, with 26 cars promised for today. The 
cash demand here was quiet and 
sales were only 15,000 bu, but prices 
were steady relatively. St. Louis quoted 
cash wheat 1@2c lower. Minneapolis stocks 
increased 100,000 bu for five days. The 
flour output will be fairly large this week, 
but most of the mills will shut down over 
Christmas. The. area of wheat in the united 
provinces of India was reported to be 10 per 
cent larger than a yearago.

Pies and Puddings Now Will Be H Reach 
of Average Family—Expert Explains 
the Change in Cost. 


Wholesale egg merchants have been 
touched. with the Christmas spirit, and as 
their contribution to the holiday dinner of 
the Chicago housewife have lowered the 
price of eggs 3 cents a dosen. Pies and pud- 
dings will now be within purchasing power 
of the average family. Thedrop brought the 
value of fancy fresh eggs to 33% cents a 
dozen, with extra choice offerings ranging 
up to 86 cents, and the common small eggs 
down to 16 to 18 cents. Eggs which retailed 
at 40 to 44 cents a dosen should be brought 
down to 37 to 41 cents, and corresponding 
decline should be made in the retail price of 
offerings which sold at higher or lower fig- 
ures. 
I never saw fresh eggs so Scarceas at the 
close of last week,” said T. E. Purcell, head 
of T. E. Purcell & Co., 86 La Salle street, 
“and I do not believe that the advance in 
prices then was due to any other cause than 
an insufficient supply to meet the require- 
ments of the Christmas trade. The holiday 
season is a time when consumers will have 
fresh eggs, no matter what they cost, and 
the price would have been maintained at the 
upturn if supplies had not become. more 
generous.
